1, Bach year more than 300 
persons are victimg of the poi- 
Sonous gas, This includes mot- 
orists who warm up their cars 
with garage doors closed, auto 
mechanics who repair cars in 
closed garages, and people who 
sit in parked cars and leave the 
the motoron to keep heater or 
air-conditioner operating. 

2, About fifty persons a year, 
as révealed by medival examin- 
tra’ reports or autopsies, are 
victims -of carbon monoxide 
while their car or truck is tra- 
veling the highway, 

Though statistics may show 
relatively few lives lost in 
moving motor vehicles from 
this cause, most safety men 
say the total number of "deaths 
isn't clearly known, One such 
official says: “We suspect that 
many one-car accidents, rear- 
end collisions, and accidents 
where the driver falls asleep 
are caused by carbon monox- 


Carbon monoxide, the silent 
killer, cauges more deatha than 
any other poison, according to 
the Council. It is colorless, 
tasteless, nonirritating and al- 
most odotless. It can kill with- 
in minutes, depending on the 
concentration breathed into the 
Jungs. Running the motor of-a 
car for five minutes in a garage 
with the doora shut may mean 
death. 

The Council lists these symp- 
toms of carbon monoxide poil- 
soning: tightness across the 
temples, headache, weariness, 
wenkness, dizziness, naugséa, 
loss of, muscular control and 
increased pulse and respiration. 
If you’re driving at night and 
the darkness seems blacker 
than usual, the glare of oncom- 
ing lights brighter than usual, 
carbon monoxide may swell be 
the cause, ;
